Son Born to Widowed Duchess, Daugh- 
ter of Theodore Shonts. 


PARIS, Nov. 16.—The Duchess de 
Chaulnes, who formerly was Miss Theo- 
dora Shonts of New York, gave birth to 
a son at her home here to-day. 


The marriage of the Duc de Chaulnes 
and Miss Theodora Shonts, younger 
daughter of Theodore P. Shonts, was one 
of the most tragic of the international 
matches, The ceremony was performed 
at the Shonts home, 123 East Thirty-fifth 
Street, in this city, on Feb. 15, 1908, Miss 
Shonts met the Duke, who belonged to 
une of the oldest titled families in France, 
in Paris while she was perfecting her 
education there in 1906. The match at 
first met with some opposition from Mr. 
Shonts, but it was understood he gave 
way to the wishes of his daughter and 
his wife. 

After the wedding the young couple 
went immediately to Paris, where they 
stayed at the Hotel Langham. On the 
night of April 24, less than ten weeks 
later, the Duke expired in his bedcham- 
er, in his young wife’s arms. The cause 
of death was said to be heart disease. 

Mr. and Mrs. snonts anda their other 
daughter took the first steamer to Paris 
in order to be with the young widow in 
her bereavement. Until they arrived the 
Duchess spent the first days of her 
widowhood at the Chateau Dampierre, 
the ancestral residence of her husband's 
family, near Paris. She is only 19 years 
old. Mr. Shonts and several members of 
the family are now with the Duchess.

TO ALLAY PUBLIC FEELING 


Manchuria Not Involved in the Nego- 
tiation — Diplomatic Denials 
Were Literally True.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—It developed 
to-day, on the authority of Secretary Root 
himself, that despite the formal official 
denials issued from both/White House 
and State Department yesterday there 
nevertheless is some negotiation proceed- 
ing between Mr. Root and Baron Taka- 
hira, the Japanese Ambassador. The fact 
is admitted also at the Japanese Embassy. 

It appears now that the denials have 
been of the diplomatic character which 
chooses its words with extreme care and 
uses them in the diplomatic sense only, 
so that although they seem to be very 
sweeping and all-embracing in their pur- 
port they do not in fact mean all they 
seem to say. 

It is now admitted that some time ago 
Ambassador Takaehira proposed to Secre- 
itary Root that both Governments should 
notes, identical in character, reaf- 
firming in epitome all the treaties and@ 
agreements of one kind and another which 
have been made between the two Govern- 
ments in the last two years.

business men in Manchuria. 

Secretary Root denied “emphatically to- 
day that the consideration of the pro- 
posal made by Japan had anything to do 
with the Manchurian question. He added 
that no negotiations were under way with 
regard to Manchuria, and repeated his 
denial that the question of the independ- 
ence or integrity of China entered in any 
way into the proceedings. He insisted 
that there had always existed between 
Japan and the United States “the great- 
est good feeling and amity,” and that it 
was the desire of both Governments to 
extend this feeling to their respective 
peoples, 

The pending proceedings were entered 
into with the sole desire of allaying agi- 
tation and putting an end to loose talk. 
The Secretary likened the situation in a 
way to that where the “ fool friends” of 
aman warn him that another man, with 
whom he is not really on bad terms, has 
taken arms and threatened to shoot him 
at sight.

Recalls the Story of the Gem Sent} 
from Washington to the Duke of 
the Abruzzi in October.

PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 16.—A mag- 
nificent ruby ring, thought to be a present 
from the Duke of the Abruzzi to Miss 
Katherine Elkins, is in the hands of the 
customs authorities here to-night, and 
will be held pending an investigation into 
the reason why no duty was paid on it 
and why the gem was not formally de- 
clared. 

The ring was neatly done up in a paper 
parcel and was addressed to Miss Kath- 
erine Elkins, at Elkins, West Va. The 
curiosity of a Postmaster is responsible 
for the non-delivery of the package.

Slow Chinese People Begin to Realize 
Dowager’s Death and Un- 
easiness Spreads.

LONDON, Nov. 16.—Dr. Morrison, the 

rell-informed correspondent of The 
London Times at Peking, whose sug- 
gestion that the Dowager Empress’s 
death was due to foul play, has made @ 
considerable sensation,. says in a dis- 
patch of to-day’s date that among offi- 
cial Chinese the suggestion is scouted 
The almost simultaneous occurrence of 
the deaths of the Dowager Empress and 
the Emperor, they declare, is a coinci« 
dence only. 


Dr. Morrison says the valedictory de« 
crees by the Emperor and the Empress © 
Dowager wi.) powerfully strengthen the 
movement toward constitutional reform 
in China, The satisfactory mainte 
nance of order is, he adds, due to Yuan- 
shi-kai, who has displayed during this 
serious crisis statesmanship of a high 
order. It was he who advocated the 
selection of a new Emperor and @ new 
Regent, which was made, and person=« 
ally sent reassuring messages to the 
foreign legations. : 

The fact that Prince Chun wit be for 
twelve years virtually the Emperor, Dr. 
Morrison thinks, cannot weaken the po 
sition of Yuan Shi-Kai, and those whose 
influence is progressive, provided he 
keeps independent of female influence, 


PEKING, Nov. 16—China ts beginning 
to realize that the Emperor and the Dow- 
ager Empress are dead. The Chinese had 
been so accustomed to look upon the 
Dowager as the one person dominating all 
that the announcement of her death 
caused but little change in their uneme- 
tional natures and easy-going ways dur 
ing the early hours of the ceremonies at» 
tending her demise, but to-day a marked 
change has come. Prince Chun, the Re« 
gent of the empire, in fear of increasing 
excitement and revolutionary movements, 
has taken a firm grip on affairs, and has 
adopted stringent measures that will re- 
sult ip the maintenance of peace for @ 
time at least. 


3,000 Gendarmes Guard Streets. 


At noon 3,000 gendarmes guarded the 
streets, and other military forces were 
held in readiness for any eventuality, 
Every precaution was taken to prevént 
& recurrence of the revolutionary tactics 
of last April and May, which were marked 
by widespread incendiarism. ‘The foreign 
legations are under guard, special detach- 
ments of Chinese troops keeping watch 
at the approaches. In some cases the 
regular legation guard was augmented by 
reinforcements from other places. Fifty 
Highlanders from Tien-Tsin were added 
to the British forces. 

The statement was made at the lega- 
tions that there was no fear that the 
Chinese Government would be unable to 
afford ample protection, but those within 
the legations were more alert than usual. 

Many occurrences to-day add to the sin- 
ister aspect of affairs. Rumors were cur- 
rent for a time that the new Dowager 
Yehonala and Yuan Shi-Kai, the Grand 
Councillor, one of the most powerful men 
in the erpire, had committed suicide. 
Though there was no truth in these re- 
ports, they went far toward disturbing 
the people and creating alarm among 
Chinese and foreigners alike, who realize 
how delicate the political balance is at 
the moment. ' 


Runs on Many Banks. 


Serious runs on banks occurred yester~ 
day and to-day and fourteen native banks 
closed. The crowds were wild with ex-' 
citement and toward the close of the day { 
the police intervened and drove them 
back. One foreign bank, the Yokohama 
specie bank, suffered a big run on its 
Tien-Tsin notes, but the British, Russian, 
and German banks were not affected. Itis_ 
probable that to-morrow a. number of 
other native banks will be closed, and 
it is believed that the Government will 


step in in an endeavor to stop the finan-. 
cial panic among the poorer classes. 

The representatives of several of the 
foreign powers sent their personal con- 
dolences to the Foreign Board on the 
death of the Emperor and Dowager Em- 
press, and early this morning the Foreign 
Board gave official notification of the 
Dowager’s death at the legations. To this 
a reply was sent by the various Ministers, 
and the Chinese Government feels that 
this is tantamount to recognition of the 
new régime, 

Following the publication yesterday of 
the late Emperor Kwang-Hsu's valedic- 
tory, recommending the reference of im- 
portant affairs to the Empress Dowager, 
now dead, another edict was issued at 1 
o’clock this morning giving the late Dow. 
ager’s valedictory commending the new 
Dowager, Yehonala, to the confidence of 
the young Emperor's regents. 

The new Emperor's installation on the 
throne and the naming of the era will 
take place, it is expected, on the Chinese 
New Year, Jan. 21. 

As yet the cause of death in the case of 
the Emperor and Dowager Empress has 
not been made public. A number of 
long reports have been written with ref- 
erence to this, but they are uninielligible 
to the foreigners here. 


No Evidence of Foul Play. 


The suspicion of foul play was wide- 
spread. There is no reasonabie evidence, 
however, to show that death in either 
case was the result of anything other 
than natural causes. The, Emperor had 
been ailing for a long time, and had been 
in feeble health during the latter half of 
his life. The Dowager Empress had car- 
ried the burdens of state for many years, 
and in the last few months had shown 
signs of declining health. At the cele- 
bration of her birthday on Nov. 3 she 
took a prominent part against the wishes 
of her advisers, with the result that she 
was attacked with congestion of the 
lungs, accompanied by a high fever. 

Physicians who had previously attended 
the Emperor and Empress are of the 
opinion that the physical condition of both 
Emperor and owager was such that 
they were the certain victims of the first 
extremes of weather, although, in their 
opinion also, modern medicine and treat- 
ment would have been efficacious, 

The Government entertains fears of the 
Kelt-Ming-Tang reformers, who are re- 
ported to be assembling with a view to 
taking advantage of the present disturbed 
condition of the country. While matters 
have an appearance of tranquillity, there 
are reports of disaffection among the

POPE'S JUBILEE MASS 
IMPOSING CEREMONY 


70,000 from All Parts of the 
World See Magnificent 
Papal Procession. 


34 CARDINALS TAKE PART 


Archbishop Glennon of St. Louls Heads 
the Delegation of American 
Prelates. 


ROME, Nov. 16.~—A Pontifical Mass was 
celebrated this ntorning at St. Peter’s by 
the Pope on the occasion of the .fiftieth 
anniversary of his joining the priesthood. 
It was the most imposing ceremony wit- 


nessed in Rome since the coronation of the! 


Pontiff. There were present not less than 
70,000 of the faithful, who had come to 
Rome from all parts of the world. 

Following out the democratic: !deas of 
the Holy Father, tribunes had been erect- 
ed only for his sisters, the members of 
royal families, the Diplomatic Corps, and 
the special missions sent by the heads 
of States. The rest of the people were 
admitted by ticket. Order was maintained 
outside St.. Peter’s by the municipal police 
and Italian troops, while inside the build- 
ing the Pontifical gendarmes saw to the 
proper seating of the crowds. Among the 
members of royal families in the tribunes 
set aside for their use were Grand Duke 
Alexander and Grand Duchess Xenia of 
Russia, and Princess Mathilde of Saxony. 
The special envoys—they were all clad tn 
brilliant uniforms—included Prince Hohen- 
lohe-Bartenstein, representing Bavaria; 
Prince Schwarzberg, representing Austria- 
Hungary; 
Germany, and Duke Bella Conquista, the 
Spanish emissary. 

The Basilica was radiant inside with 
thousands of electric lights and candles. 
The Papal procession was magnificent 
and brought together a great variety of 
rich Court costumes, the Bishops clad cs 
purple and the Cardinals In red. Abov 
the heads of the high Church dignitaries 
rose the Papal chair, upon which the 
Pontiff, dressed almost entirety in white, 
was seated. The chair was flanked by 
| the famous feather fans, and as the pro- 

cession passed he imparted his blessing 
to the kneeling crowds. There were 34 
Cardinals and 360 Bishops in the proces- 
sion. 

The United States was represented by 
Archbishop J. J. Glennon of St. Louis, 
Bishop BE. P. Allen of Mobile, the Most 
Rev Robert Seton, Titular Archbishop of 
Hellopolis, of Newark; Mgr. Kennedy, 
rector of the American College here; Mer. 
John Farrelly, spiritua] director of the 
American College; the Rev. George W. 
Wunderlein, Chancellor of the Diocese of 
Brooklyn, as well as a number of Ameri- 
can students and a large contingent of 
American visitors. 

Canada was represented by Mer. Bru- 
chesi, Archbishop of Montreal; the Right 
Rev. Joseph M. Emard, Bishop of Valley- 
field, Canada; Father Chapin, rector of 
the Canadian College, and Mgr. Sbaretti, 
the Apostolic Delegate at Ottawa. 

Cardinal Rampolla, as the archpriest of 
St. Peter’s, received the Pope at the en- 
trance to the Basilica.

Yet it must be admitted that fn the 
matters to which we refer an effective 
law is usually not opposed to general 
custom and still less to the opinions 
formefl by the mass when they once 
begin really to think. When the oppa- 
sition {s extreme, then the community 
is exposed to the risk we have men- 
tioned. At the present time, when law- 
making is so easy and profuse, when 
there are forty-six legislative mills in 
almost continuous operation grinding 
out statutes by the thousands every 
year, when the National Congress is 
pressing eagerly into the same occu- 
pation, we are profoundly convinced that 
the risk from too much far outweighs 
that from too little. One fundamental 
reason for this is the absence of legis- 
lative responsibility. The separation of 
executive from legislative functions has 
some advantages, but it has a serious 
drawback in its weakening of respon- 
sibility. There has come about an un- 
conscionable amount of lawmaking with 
no adequate instrumentality for secur- 
ing execution of the laws. Until this 
serious evil {s corrected it will be wise, 
though very difficult, to limit laws to 
those the actual custom of the people 
will aid rather than resist.

Section 5.—Any person or corporation vio- 
lating Any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, or any person or persons directly or 
indirectly aiding or conniving in the sale of 
any ticket or tickets of admission to any 
theatre, opera house, concert hall, or other 
place or places of public exhibition or 
amusement at ar increased price over the

Surrogate Bars from Probate a 
Document Disposing of Mrs. 
Bartnett’s Estate. 


SECOND HUSBAND GOT ALL 


Four Children by the First Disinher- 
ited and Three Sent to a Home 
by the Stepfather. 


Surrogate Thomas refused yesterday to 
admit to probate the will of Mrs. Sarah 
R. Bartnett of Westchester, 
last May, on the ground that she was not 
of testamentary capacity at the time she | 
signed the will. It was also sought to 
show that the signature was not written 
by Mrs. Bartnett, but was copied, by 
tracing, from a signature of hers to a 
check. 

David N. Carvalho, the handwriting 
expert, said in his opinion the signature 
Was not written by Mrs. Bartnett, but 
had been traced with a lead pencil and 
inked over. The will, which was drawn 
by Timothy Power, a Westchester law- 
yer, left all the property to Frank R. 
Bartnett, the decedent’s second husband. 
The four children by her first husband 


were not mentioned in it, beyond a clause | 


which provided that Bartnett should edu- 
cate, feed, and clothe them. It was on 
their behalf that the will was contested. 
Surrogate Thomas, 
the will to probate, said he would not 
pass on the question of the genuineness: of 
the signature, but he was firmJy of the 
opinion that Mrs. Bartnett was not of 
testamentary capacity when she was sup- 
posed to have signed it. 
“I do not accuse Mr. 
perpetrated a fraud,’’ he said, “‘ but I do 
accuse him of gross ignorance. If this 
case is to be tried again it must be tried 


by a jury, and I will only record my con-; 


viction that the decedent, on April 21 last 
at 3 o’clock in the afternoon, when she 
Was supposed to have signed the paper of- 
fered for probate and answered ‘ Yes’ to 
© question whether it was her will, was 
not in a condition to make a will, and 
that she was not of sound mind; and I 
will refuse to probate the paper on this 
ground alone and will make no other 
finding. 
Says Lawyer Was Ignorant, 


*I do not want to make a finding that 
will reflect or may reflect on possibly 
innocent people, and I think counsel was in- 
nocent. I do not think he would knowingly 
perpetrate a fraud. In view of the oral 
directions given by the decedent, as testi- 
fied to by Mr. Power, it is not the kind 
of paper that ought to have been offered 
to this woman to sign. 

“T am willing to impute ignorance to 
him, but his ignorance was so fatal that 
it amounts to dishonesty and amounts to 
a fraud on this dying woman, Still I shall 
refuse probate on the ground of my find- 
ing that she was not of sound mind when 
she executed the paper.”’ 

Mrs. Bartnett’s first husband, whose 
Mame also was Bartnett, and who was 
a cousin of her second husband, died three 
years ago. Her father is Patrick Muller, 
a Westchester resident, According to him, 
his daughter inherited property to the 
value of $75,000 at the time of her first 
husband’s death, but lost considerable 


money after her second marriage. The 
estate is believed to be worth about $40,- 
000 now. 

It is alleged that shortly after Mrs. 
Bartnett’s death her husband sold all her 
personal property and leased the house 
to a tenant. In the meantime 
Muller, the grandfather, who had been 
living temporarily in New Jersey, went 
to Westchester and found his three little 
granddaughters in a charitable institu- 
tion and a new tenant in their home. It 
‘was said that the children were placed in 
the institution by their step-father, who 
said he was unable to provide for them. 

The four children were all in court yes- 
terday, being looked after by Muller and 
an aunt, Mrs. John Diven. The eldest is 
Peary, a ten-year-old boy, while the girls 
are Jennie, 7; Anna, 5, and Regina, who 
is just past 4. It was at the request of 
Muller that the court appointed Edmund 
J. @Winsdale special guardian for the chil- ! 
dren, and it was Mr. Tinsdale who began 
the present suit in their behalf. 


Signing of the Will. 

Lawyer Power, who drew the will, said 
that when he was sent for he found Mrs. 
Bartnett in bed. She gave him her in- 
structions, and he drew the document in 
pursuance thereof. It was witnessed by 
Dr. William H. Pound and Elvira Me- 
Conihee, a trained nurse, both of whom 
were in attendance on the sufferer. He 


Was positive that she signed it in ink, and, 


that the two witnesses signed it after her. 

Dr. Pound testified that while he be- 
lieved Mrs. Bartnett knew the difference 
between right and wrong at the time she 
signed the will, he could not say she was 
of sound mind. He had performed a seri- 
ous operation on her a few-hours before 
she \~ the will. At the time she 
signed t her temperature was 105 degrees. 
Drugs were administered to her, he said, 
to preserve her life, not for the purpose of 
clearing her mind. 

“Did it strike you as a brutal: thine 
this will making? ”" asked Surrogate 
Thomas. 

“‘It was the dirtiest thing I ever saw,” 
replied Dr. Pound. A moment later the 
witness qualified his remark by adding 
that he did everything possible to save 
her life, 
the wili. 

Elvira McConihee, the 
who also witnessed the will, would not 
swear that she saw Mrs. Rartnett sign 
it. She did not think the decedent was 
of scund mind at thetime she is alleged 
to have signed the will, as she was full 
of drugs at the time.

Brighter Outlook for Brokerage Firm’s

Supreme Court Dismisses Application 
for Habeas Corpus. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The petition 
of Albert T. Patrick, the New York law- 


yer who is serving a life sentence in the | 


State prison at Sing Sing, N. Y., on the 
charge of murdering William M. Rice, for 
a writ of habeas corpus was decided by 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
to-day adversely to the petitioner. 

Patrick charged that the case against 
him was a conspiracy and urged that in 
commuting the sentence of death which 
the court imposed upon him to on@of life 
imprisonment Gov. Higgins had resorted 
to a more cruel method of punishment. 
He asked to be released from prison, on 
the theory that the whole proceeding had 
been unconstitutional and invalid. 

The decision of the court was announced 
by Chief Justice Fuller. No written opin- 
fon was handed down, but the Chief Jus- 
tice verbally announced the result of the 

| court’s deliberations. 

To-day’s action has the effect of re- 

moving the Patrick case, In all its phases, 
poe the docket of the Supreme Court. 


William L, McDonald of this city, coun- 
‘sel for Albert T. Patrick, when informed | 
|of the court’s action on his client's ap- 
plication, said: 

‘‘The effect of the decision, as I under- 
‘stand it now, is not to dispose of the ap- 
plication upon its merits, 
prejudice it in the least, as Patrick has 
until Dec. 20 to perfect his appeal. Tech- 
! nical omissions in the order allowing the 


' 

appeal can be easily remedied by amend- 
ing it to conform to the rigid require- 
ments of the recent act of Congress, ap- 
proved on March 10. 

‘“‘Moreover, I will state that there are 
| novel and important constitutional points 
in Patrick's favor which have not been 
passed on by_the courts and which he is 
not prohibited from raising by application 
‘for a writ of habeas corpus to the proper 
authoritics.”

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BUDGET PROTESTS 
ARE ALL CUT OFF 


Tammany Aldermen Succeed in 
Suppressing Any Real Inquiry 
Into City’s Expenses. 


SALARY CUTS? NEVER! 


The Sullivan Clan Asks for Specific 
Instances of Extravagance and 
Witnesses Retire Rebuffed. 


There was a notable hearing before the 
Finance Committee of the Aldermen yes 
terday on.the budget passed by the Board! 
of Estimate for 1909. The notable char- 
acter of the gathering was derived from 
the fact that the participants succeeded 


in keeping busy for an hour and a half 
without obtaining any light whatever 
upon the subject in hand, and when 
everybody had been heard who desired to 
gay anything, the Finance Committee 
went intc executive session, having be- 
fore it two propositions submitted by 2a 
representative of the allied real estate in- 
terests, one of which was opposed by 
the representative of another civic organi- 
gation, and a letter from Borough Presi- 
dent Coler in Brooklyn seeking a re- 
classification of his salary schedules, over 
which the Aldermen have no jurisdiction 
go far as the budget is concerned. 

After the hearing had concluded, ex- 
Senator Brush, President of the Greater 
New York Taxpayers’ Conference, arrived 
at City Hall, saying that he might have 
soniething to suggest at the adjourned 


hearing next Monday. 

As an example of the manner of con- 
ducting such hearings the session was 
enlightening. It will be recalled that the 
Aldermen have power to make reduc- 
tions in the budget schedules after the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment is 
through, and that thereafter the amended 
budget goes to the Mayor, who may veto 
Or approve the cuts, if there are any. 
Last year the Aldermen cut two items, 
the amount of the proposed reduction ag- 
gregating about $225,000 on a budget of 
$143,000,000, as against the $156,545,000 
budget this year, The Mayor vetoed both 
of the cuts decreed by the Aldermen last 


year. 

When Chairman Sullivan called yester- 
day’s session to order L. Napoleon Levy, 
a banker of 27 Pine Street, was the first 
to appear. Mr. Levy started in this way: 

“As a property owner in Manhattan and 
the Bronx, I ask the committee to reduce 
all amounts in the budget for 1909 except 
fixed charges by 25 per cent. I want to 
say that I think that the budget is grow- 
ing out of all proportion to the growth of 
the city in population—"’ 

Chairman Sullivan interrupted, saying: 

“Will you please point to some specific 
items of expense that you think. should 
be cut down, Mr. Levy? We have hun- 
dreds of pages in this budget and thou- 
sands of items, and it does not help us any 
to have these general statements made.” 

Mr. Levy continuéd: 

“Yes, Sir, I will be specific. Now, take 
the Park Department. There is no justi- 
fication whatever for the increase in ex- 
penditures. Our parks are no better than 
they used to be; now, take Central 
Park—" : 

Interruption by Alderman Kennealy, 
(Charles F. Murphy's Alderman): 

“Well, what do you want cut out in the 
Park Department? The or laborin’ 
man is gettin’ $2 a day. Oo you want 
that cut 25 per cent., or what? Be spe- 
cific, be specific.’ 

Mr. Levy tried once more: 

“Well, I do not want wages reduced, 
but I don’t think the city is gota its | 
money’s worth out of the Park Depart- | 
ment, and for that matter I can say that! 
in all departments the same is true. Now' 
we are told by the Board of Estimate that 
the Babe ger are padded—”’ ; 

“ Who said that the payrolls were pad- 
ded?"’ asked Chairman Sullivan, 

“It is said everywhere—”

OBJECT TO EXILES’ RETURN, 





Visit of Patrick Ford and O’Meagher 
Condon to England Disturbs Commons. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—The approaching | 
visit to this country of Patrick Ford, ed- 
itor of The Irish World of New York, and 
O’Meagher Condon was the occasion of 
an extraordinary attack in the House of 
Commons this afternoon. James Craig, 
Unionist member from the Eastern Divis- 
ion of Down, opened the fight by asking 
Premier Asquith if he was aware that 
Mr. Ford, who had been declared by 
three Judges to be a known advocate of 
the use of dynamite, and Mr. Condon, 
who had been sentenced to death for the 
murder of an English policeman, intend- 
ed visiting this country. Mr. Craig asked 
also whether their licenses permitted 
them to do so, and if not what action 
the executive proposed to take. 

Earl Winterton, Conservative, followed 
with a reference to the finding of 
the arnell Commission by asking 
whether “‘any steps had been taken to 
prevent these well-known agitators from 
coming to this country.” 

Home Secretary Gladstone answered 
Earl Winterton in these words: “T am 
not aware of the intentions of these per- 
sons. Neither of them is the holder of a 
license,"’ 

John Redmond immediately jumped to 
his feet and hotly appealed to the Speak- 
er. One of the persons mentioned, he in- 
formed the Speaker, was an official of 
the American Government, and it was in- 
credible that such epithets should be per- 
mitted to be applied to a high official 
who had been in the service the 
United States for twenty years. 

The Speaker agreed that if the state- 
ments in question were not true they 
ought not to appear. Mr. Craig offered 
to send Mr. Redmond proofs of the truth 
of the facts stated in his question. Mr. 
Gladstone, recognizing the insufficiency 
of his first reply, supplemented it with 
the following statement: ‘ Mr. Ford, so 
far as I know, has not been convicted of 
any criminal offense in this country; as 
regards Mr. Condon, a royal pardon, un- 
sare the Great Seal, was given him in 
1878.’ 


Patrick Ford, editor of The Irish World 
of New York, whose projected visit to 
Ireland next Spring, caused such a com- 
motion in the House of Commons yester- 
day, received last night the following tele- 
ram from John O'Callaghan, National 
ecretary of the United Irish League of 
America and editor of The Boston Globe: 

‘Congratulations on hornets’ nest 
House of Commons.”’ 

Mr. Ford, who lives at 350 Claremont 
Avenue, Brooklyn, sald last night that 
the members of Parllament were a little 
unjust in referring to him as a ‘“ dyna- 
miter,’’ since he had not been in Ireland 
since 1846, though he had advocated home 
rule in his New York paper. He and 
Capt. Condon, a civil war veteran, he ex- 
plained, had planned to go to Ireland next 
Spring because John Redmond, in speak- 
ing in Brooklyn durimg his recent visit! 
to America, had said that all Irish-Amer- 
feans who retained an interest in the 
country of their birth should do so.

A little army of photographers, some 
amateurs, some professional, waited sev-

Green, in front of the Custom House, 
where the hearings in the Government's 
case against the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey are now in progress before 
Special Examiner Franklin Ferriss, word 
having gone out that John D. Rockefeller 
was to appear as a witness. The photog- 
raphers were disappointed. Mr, Rocke- 
feller, Mr. Archbold, and James A. Mof- 
fatt, President of the Standard Oi] Com- 
pany of Indiana, entered the Standard's 
offices at 26 Broadway by the New Street 
entrance. They and William Rockefeller 
accepted service of subpoenas to testify 
at the hearing. John D. Rockefeller will 
be the first of the Standard officials to 
take the stand, it is said. He will prob- 


{ ably be called to-day. 


All day yesterday Mr. Rockefeller and 
Mr, Archbold were busy at 26 Broadway 
pone over the company’s records and re- 
reshing their memories. 

Two engineers, vonn Page, a Cornell 
graduate. and Thomas R. Weymouth, a

Under cross-examination by Mr. Kel- 
logg, he said that it was true that the oil 
went through the pipes in what is known 
as “blocks,” and that if the quantity of 
oil of a certain specific gravity is suffi- 
cient to fill up the pipes between pumping 
stations the mixing only occurs at the 
ends of the “ block. 

J. W. Vandergrift, Superintendent of the 
Standard’s pipe line which runs from 
Morgantown, West Va., to Lancaster, 
Penn., was also a witness yesterday, He 
told of four tests which were made with 
oils of varying specific gravity. 

The purpose of this testimony was to 
show that the Government's contention 
that the company’s pipe lines should be- 
come common carriers of oil is not 
feasible. 

It was suggested yesterday that the 
summoning by the defense of the four 
prominent Standard Oil officials might be 
a plan of the Standard Oil lawyers to ob- 
tain immunity for them in any criminal 
proceedings which might be brought by 
the Government, although lawyers say 
that defendants who testify in their own 
behalf in a civil suit, such as the Govern- 
ment has brought, if not subponaed by 
would not be immune.
